Anticipate Growth 
A group of engineers from the main 
office of the H arrisburg district of the 
Bell Telephone 
company 
have been 
working here 
tor the 
last several 
months installing the new bourd, and 
new phones in the homes of subscrib­ 
ers and they have put in operation a 
new switchboard which, according to 
G. A. Bixler, im a1 representative 
>1 
the company, “ will be large enough to 
care for anticipated growth for sev­ 
eral years in the future and w’hieh has 
included in its design 
all of the re­ 
finements used in the largest m etro­ 
politan central offices.” 
"There are live operating positions 
in the 
new 
switchboard, 
whjch 
is 
known as a ‘common battery* board 
Mr. Bixler 
told a 
reporter 
of 
the 
Times today. 
“This means th a t the 
electrical energ y for operating it w’lll 
be stored in the 
central office itself 
instead of on tile subsc riber’s premises. 
No longer wiLl it be necessary to turn 
a crank in o rder to call the operator. 
By simply lifting the receiver, a sig­ 
nal is autom atically operated on the 
switchboard. 
The 
rural 
line 
sub­ 
scribers will be 
connected 
w’lth the 
new switchboard, but their method of 
(ailing the operator, however, will re­ 
main as at present. 
New Ringing System 
“A nother interesting feature of the 
new 
switchboard 
which 
will 
mean 
greater convenience and a saving of 
time to G ettysburg subscribers is the 
so-called 
‘audible 
ringing 
signal.’ 
This means th a t the calling party will 
la* able to h ear the bell being rung at 
the called telephone. 
The 
audible 
ringing signal is a low buzzing sound 
which is heard each time the operator 
rings a telephone th a t is being called.- 
This sound continues until the called 
telephone is answered, or the receiver 
is hung up, or the operator advises 
th a t ‘they do not answer.’ 
“ Of the total 
amount 
of 
money 
spent for the new office, $25,000 was 
used fo r providing the central office 
equipment, $17,000 for 
changes and 
extensions to the equipment outside of 
the central office, $2,500 for changing 
subscribers’ 
telephones, 
and the re­ 
mainder for necessary changes in the 
new central office building. 
Miss C arrie Codori, chief operator, 
will be in charge of the new' switch­ 
board.

Hartzell, combination 
man, will be in charge of the equip­

zen of G ettysburg today—John

States and G erm any was fired, 
and one hundred and six years 
ago today, April 27, 1822, General

are shipper! each month to all 
parts of the United States. 
This industry is the manufac­ 
ture of roofing 
stone granules 
which are used in the m anufac­ 
tu re of composition grit roofing 
shingles. 
These 
granules 
are 
made from the greenstone found 
in abundance in this section. One 
plant alone, the Funkhouser Com­ 
pany plant a t Chairman, employs 
an average of eighty men and is 
in operation twenty-four hours a 
day, seven days a week, turning 
out this product. 
The greenstone from which the 
granules are made is taken from 
the ground by a system of mining 
and not by quarrying. The moun­ 
tain is fairly honeycombed with 
tunnels extending from the shaft. 
The Charmian plant was orig­ 
inally the Green 
Roofing Stone 
Company and later known as the 
Blue Mountain 
Stone Company. 
At present it is operated by the 
Funkhouser Company which has 
mills of this kind throughout the 
east. 
Roy P. Funkhouser, executive 
officer of the Sure Foot Heel and 
Rubber company and president of 
the Gettysburg Chamber of Com­ 
merce, 
is 
associated 
with 
his 
brothers in the ownership of the 
Charmian company.
